Opponents Request 
Special Meeting To

Last Monday, Citizens for Neigh- 
borhood Schools, a group opposed to 
the establishment of the proposed 
Collaborative School, filed a 415-sig- 
nature petition for a special town 
meeting to deal with the Collabora- 
tive School.

struction of such a school.’’ 

The petition met the necessary re- 
quirement of 200 signatures, accord- 
ing to Town Clerk Elden Salter, who 
said the board of registrars is cur- 
rently certifying the signatures. 

The selectmen will set a date for a 
special town meeting to be held 
within 45 days, Salter said. Consid- 
ering this requirement, the meeting 
must take place by June 30. 

“We're calling for a special Town 
Meeting to resolve this issue once 
and for all,” Jack Dziadul, head of 
CNS, said. 

Next year, the School Committee 
faces many issues, such as the grade 
reorganization, Dziadul said. If the 
proposed Collaborative School 
passes at the Town Meeting, it will 
be an issue. But, if not, he says the 
School Committee can concentrate 
on other issues. ‘To carry on for an- 
other four or five months just 
doesn’t seem to make sense,’’ Dzia- 
dul said: 

The school committee decided to 
send a questionnaire to parents of all 
children 11 years old and younger to 
gather opinions regarding the Col- 
laborative School at its May 3 meet- 
ing.

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What is Pollen? 


During the reproductive cycle of certain plants pollen is produced to ensure the continuation of the 
species. Pollination occurs through the air when very small particles are released into the air by 
plants such as ragweed. A great number of Americans are allergic to the pollen of the ragweed 
plant. Similarly, trees pollinate during March and April and grasses pollinate during May and June 
Ragweed pollinates during August and early September 


What are Mold Spores? 
Mold spores are involved in the reproductive cycle of mold, which grow on the barks of the trees in 
the forests and in areas which are damp throughout the year. The inhalation of mold spores by 
patients allergic to these spores produces a reaction which is exactly similar to the inhalation of 
pollen by patients who are allergic to pollen, Sneezing, wheezing, scratching, and itching follows 
and patients are generally miserable 


Why Counts are Useful: 
Counting pollen grains and mold spores in the air is useful in a number of ways 


1. Ifone suspects he is allergic to a substance he may, by following the pollen count, correlate symp- 
toms with the counts;

If a patient is taking medication for a known allergy to pollen and mold spores, he may deter- 
mine from the counts how protective the medication is,

If a patient is undergoing immunotherapy (allergy shots), he may determine from following the 
pollen and mold spore counts how effective the injections are in protecting him, 


4. After the cessation of treatment by an allergist the patient may determine how successful the 
treatment has been by following the counts and observing the presence or absence of symptoms; 
and, 


5. Finally, the allergist is guided in his treatment of allergic diseases by observing the counts and 
the reactivity of patients who are known to be allergic to the various substances in the air at the 
time of their release 


Method of Counting: 


Various methods are used for counting pollens and mold spores. Currently New England Allergy 
and Immunology, P.C,, utilizes the rotorod technique of intermittent air sampling of particles which 
impinge ona glass rod which is rotated automatically throughout a 24 hour cycle. A Burkard filter 
collects mold spores and this is simply an air trap which samples air which is forced through the 
trap. Our sampling site is in Andover, Massac husetts and all results are reported to the Pollen and 
Mold Committee at the University of Michigan 
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How to Interpret Counts: 


This is the most important section of the allergy guide for you as a patient. It tells you how to 
interpret the scores reported on the POLLEN HOTLINE, newspaper, television, radio, and through 
the office. Generally, the more allergic you are the more your symptoms will correlate with high 
counts, but itis possible to be allergic to one or more substances and have the total count low but the 
specific count to a particular allergen high and still be uncomfortable. For this reason, the detailed 
POLLEN COUNT HOTLINE is established for your needs

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Organ Recitals To Resume 


The ‘‘Great Organ”’ for the Boston Music 
Hall arrived from Rotterdam in March 
1863 aboard the Dutch brig Presto. So be- 
gan the history of the first concert organ in 
the United States.

survey was the impetus for CNS’s deci- 
sion to petition for a Town Meeting, said 
Dziadul. 

Before the School Committee approved 
the survey, there was a great deal of dis- 
cussion on its wording, and with the ex- 
ception of Susan Poore, all of the 
committee members were satisfied that 
it was objective. 

The committee approved the survey in 
its final form at the May 17 meeting. 
School Committee Chairman Donald 
Robb said it should be sent out within the 
next few weeks. 

Dziadul says the survey should have 
been more professional and should be 
more comprehensive, including teachers 
and all taxpayers.

Andover Ambulance Rates Rank High 


A TOWNSMAN survey of ambulance rates 
charged by neighboring municipalities shows 
Andover topping the list—although town officials 
say citizens still won’t be paying a cent for emer- 
gency service. 

Last week, selectmen approved a first-time- 
ever ambulance fee of $100 plus $7 per mile for 
residents—the highest rate among five surround- 
ing communities that operate their own ambu- 
lance services. 

North Andover will only charge non-residents 
while other fees range from Methuen’s flat rate 
of $65 for everybody to North Reading’s $100 plus 
$4 month resident rate. 

Cities such as Lawrence, which contract with 
private ambulance firms, charge even more. 

Bay State Ambulance, which services Law- 
rence and several other municipalities, wants 
$158 plus $100 for emergency transportation, plus 
$7 per mile. Other private firms ask $135 to $147 
plus mileage. 

With North Andover the lone holdout, the shift 
to charging residents for ambulance service with 
the intention of the bill ultimately winding up in 
an insurance company’s hands has taken place in 
the local area approximately over the past five to

in the form of higher premiums. 

“That’s absolutely false,’’ said Tony Torisi, 
Andover finance director. 

The amount of compensation awarded for am- 
bulance services is an extremely small portion of 
total state health care cost, which is what the 
insurance industry bases rate changes on, said 
Torisi. 


Until last week, neither Andover or its neigh- 
bor, North Andover, charged residents. North 
Andover Fire Chief William Dolan said it was 
unlikely the town would begin charging for ambu- 
lance service in the near future. 

‘Periodically we take a look at it,”’ said Dolan. 
“But residents have always wanted to hold onto 
their tax-based services. We (North Andover) let 
the people decide it.” 


Tewksbury Deputy Chief John Cuneo said that 
Proposition.242 made the decision for the town. 

After the state tax reform measure was 
passed, the town began looking at ways to in- 
crease revenue and eventually decided to charge 
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lance fees, which he says will be used to buy 
another ambulance. 
“We want to keep the ambulance service run- 


ning at the same level and even improve it,’’said 
Torisi. 

Ambulance rates charged by neighboring com- 
munities are as follows: 

e Lawrence used Bay State Ambulance, which 
bills both residents and non-residents $158 for 
non-emergency use, plus $100 if emergency trans- 
portation is needed, plus $7 per mile. Oxygen, if 
needed, runs $20. 

e Methuen wants a flat, $65 fee for residents 
and non-residents alike. 

e Middleton charges residents $85, non-resi- 
dents $100. Mileage for both groups runs $3 per 
mile and oxygen costs $4.50. 

e North Andover does not charge residents for 
ambulance service. Non-residents pay $100. 

e North Reading calls for $100 from residents, 
$125 from non-residents plus $4 per mile and $10 
for oxygen. .

Town Enrollment At VoTech School Committee Supports 
High School Goes Down

Enrollment of Andover students at the 
Greater Lawrence Technical High School 
is declining, but efforts are being made to 
boost the fall roster. 

The overall school enrollment has de- 
clined, but the number of Andover stu- 
dents attending the school has dropped to 
almost half the level it was ten years ago. 
During the 1977-’78 school year, 7 percent 
of the school’s population was Andover 
residents. Now, only 3.7 percent are from 
Andover, according to Gerald Grasso, 
School Committee treasurer of the Tech- 
nical High School. 

Many students who attend the Techni- 
cal School choose to continue their educa- 
tion by getting an associate’s degree in 
such things as architecture, computer 
analysis, mechanical designing and the 
hotel industry—food and management, 
Grasso said. He says the students need an 
academic and technical background to at- 
tain an associate’s degree. 

In response to this, the school is ex- 
panding its curriculum to include college 
preparation courses, Grasso said. 

Science classes were lacking in the cur- 
rent academic curriculum, according to 
Grasso, who said chemistry will be imple- 
mented next year and biology will be part 
of the curriculum the following year. 

The science classes will be related to 
the technology the students are studying. 
It ‘will bé a ‘four-year course that pro- 


gresses with the students’ area of study, 
said Louis Gleason, superintendent of the 
Technical School. 

“We're hoping with the expansion, we'll 
get students who want both college prepa- 
ration and technical background,” 
Grasso said. 

There are also students who move from 
the school directly into the work force. 
Gleason says there is a high demand for 
skilled laborers, and wages are higher 
than they have been in the past. 

Many students start out in technical 
fields such as electronics, drafting and 
software industries, and at a higher pay 
rate than entry level jobs, said Grasso. 

“A tremendous amount of jobs have 
been lost at the low end in the past seve- 
ral years,” Gleason said. Due to this, the 
students must be prepared to be techni- 
cians, he said. 

Today, the Technical School ‘“‘gets stu- 
dents ready for a wider variety of jobs 
and at a higher level,” Gleason said. 

The school has improved and upgraded 
its programs during the past three years, 
Grasso said. 

Culinary, electronics and carpentry re- 
main popular areas of study, but accord- 
ing to Gleason, students are less aware of 
some industries that have more job open- 
ings and higher pay, such as machine tool

Collaborative Agreement

The School Committee gave its vote of approval to an 
agreement between Andover and Lawrence with regard to the 
establishment, operation and maintenance of a Lawrence/An- 
dover collaborative school at its meeting Tuesday night. 

“We have supported the agreement,” School Committee 
Chairman Donald Robb said. ‘‘We have not yet taken a final 
position on the Collaborative School.” 

Presumably, the School Committee will have to take a position 
before going to town meeting, Robb said. 

Even then, the agreement will not be in effect until it is ap- 
proved by Andover’s town meeting, Lawrence’s City Council and 
the commissioner of education. 

The agreement had been accepted in spirit at the April 26 
meeting, with the intent that certain issues would be explored. 

Revisions were made in the following areas: 

¢ Previously, the local systems had no control over the Collab- 
orative School’s budget. Since funding will be filtered through 
the local school systems, they must pay the balance if the state 
does not provide 100 percent reimbursement. 

Now, the local school committees have some control. The 
agreement states that they can reject the Collaborative School 
budget if it exceeds state and federal reimbursement. 

¢ Teachers for the proposed school must come from within the 
local school systems. But this does not apply to the support staff, 
such as custodians, cafeteria help and secretaries. 

e One current member of each local School Committe will 
serve on the Collaborative School Committee. The length of that 
term has been reduced from two years to one year. 

The termination clause was discussed at the April 26 meeting, 
but it has not been changed. As it stands, Andover can terminate 
its participation by a written amendment to the agreement. Ste- 
ven Reef of Partridge Hill Road expressed concern that Andover 
may be stuck with debt service. The financial implications

Almost 500 people ventured to the And- 
over Marriott May 11 to witness ‘‘An Eve- 
ning of Rollicking Roasting”’ of Seifert. 

All the fun and ridicule was for a good 
cause. Proceeds from the event went to 
Andover’s A Better Chance program. 

ABC is designed to bring high school 
students to Andover to give them a better 
chance to attend college and a better 
chance at life, said ABC’s founding presi- 
dent, Robert Klie. 

Ten people took their turns making fun 
of Seifert in what his fishing buddy, Dr. 
Richard Secord, called ‘‘a cremation,” 
not a roast. 

Seifert has been known to be a good 
fisherman, but according to Secord, Sei- 
fert’s son, Kevin, weighed 42 pounds at 
birth on his fishing scales. 

Stretching the truth spills over to the 
size of the school budget, said former 
School Committee member Dr. Francis 
Griggs. He said Seifert went too far when 
he said “‘unless you increase this budget 
by 20 percent, God is going to call me 
home.”

creased spending. 

Among these requests for more state dol- 
lars: state aid to libraries; respite care for 
those who care for mentally or physically 
disabled relatives at home; lead paint re- 
moval; adult illiteracy; upgrading salaries 
for human service and day care workers; 
early intervention services for hand- 
icapped children; scholarships for college 
students. And the list goes on. 

Every legislator, state or federal, Repub- 
lican or Democrat, would relay the same 
message. General letters concerning “cut 
state spending” are certainly heeded, but 
budgets are not general: budgets are pages 

ei pages of specific line items that affect 
ives, 

Aside from citizen lobbying to establish 
and increase specific line item programs, 
there are institutional reasons the state 
budge grows each year like weeds after the 
rain: 

¢ Local aid - Proposition 24 changed the 
way public safety and education are fi- 
nanced in Massachusetts. Local govern- 
ment and schools could not survive without 
the four billion dollars the state sends 
back—double the amount since I entered 
the Legislature five years ago. 

e Citizens vote overwhelmingly for ex- 
pensive programs on the ballot: witness 
Question 4 in 1986, the ten-year timetable 
for cleaning up hazardous waste, which has 
added millions to the state budget. 

e The courts regularly rule against the 
state on class action suits, forcing huge ex- 
penditures to fix up state hospitals, hire 
more staff, clean Boston Harbor and build 
prisons. In fact, most new state employees 
work either in the Department of Correc- 
tions or the Department of Mental Health 
in response to dangerous overcrowding and 
understaffing. 

e Five years ago, the federal government 
. funded almost 20 percent of the state bud- 

get, mainly in housing and human service 

grants. Today, only 10 percent of the bud- 
get comes from Washington and the state 
has taken over in areas such as housing 
subsidies and nutrition programs for chil- 
dren. This, indeed, was the goal of the

No Need To Rush 


Those opposed to the Lawrence-Andover 
Collaborative School have decided that waiting 
until fall to decide the issue serves no ueful 
purpose, therefore, put the question before the 
Andover voters prior to the summer vacation 
period. 

The move seems improper and probably based 
on the opposition’s theory that putting the matter 
to the voters at this time provides them with a 
better advantage. 

The group, headed by John Dizadul, this week 
submitted petitions to the town clerk, who in turn 
will present them to selectmen, calling for 
special town meeting, preferably June 20, to vote 
on the collaborative school issue. 

The group will also ask that the issue be 
decided by secret ballot, another preposterous 
suggestion. 

There would not seem to be a need to rush to 
judgment on this issue. 

The combined community school proposal was 
originally set to face voters at the annual town 
meeting last month. 

Considerable oratory and discussion took place 
as the town meeting date approached. 

Then, both proponents and opponents agreed 
that sufficient information had not been provided 
the voters in order to make a proper judgment. It 
was decided to put the decision process off until 
the fall, allowing ample time to get information 
to the public and allow the passage of the 
vacation or summer season. 

The decision was wise then and remains so. 

There has been little in the way of additional 
information on the collaborative school provided, 
although administrators are planning to provide 
as much data as possible based on a fall town 
meeting date. 

Andover people are to be surveyed on the 
proposal, which will virtually be impossible if the 
June town meeting date is determined. 

As for the secret ballot issue, it is firmly felt 
that the days when municipal employees 
examined the town meeting floor and memorized 
those who voted in opposition to their wishes are 
gone forever. 

It is doubted there would be any form of 
retribution toward persons voting one way or 
another on any issue facing tow meeting. In 
recent years neighbors still got along with one 
another and employees were never threatened 
with job loss because of town meeting actions 
once the gavel fell closing the session. 

The end of June is a busy time as people plan 
for the summer season. 

It is not the time to be deciding on an issue 
which is so important to the future of two 
communities. 

Certified signatures indicate the town meeting 
will be called, which is further proof that the 
town meeting system has outlived its usefulness 
in Andover. 

But it isn’t proper when agreed upon time 
schedules are to be bypassed. 

The decision should be made in the fall, not at 
the outset of a summer season when municipal 
life is the least of anyone’s concern.

School Vote 
To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


Citizens for Neighborhood Schools 
is petitioning the town of Andover to 
hold a special town meeting before 
the end of this school year to address 
the proposed Andover/Lawrence 
Collaborative School. 

The proponents have been study- 
ing this project for almost 142 years 
and promoting it in public forums, 
ads and their print materials since 
October 1987. If the special town 
meeting is scheduled for June 20 
(the last Monday before the school 
year is over), proponents will have 
had another month to get their mes- 
sage out and prepare their town 
meeting presentation. 

By the proponents own standards, 
they should be prepared to bring the 
issue to the voters. The collaborative 
issue was originally scheduled for 
the April 1988 Town Meeting. How- 
ever, it was withdrawn because 1) 
proponents wanted more time to 
await passage of legislation at the 
state level, 2) the _ bilateral 
agreement was not completed and 3) 
the community survey was not done. 

The legislation was passed two 
months ago. The bilateral 


agreement is expected to be ap- 
proved by the Andover School Com- 
mittee by the time this letter is 
printed. That leaves the survey. 
Those who have been following this 
issue will know that we have been 
calling for a survey since October. 


The survey was to have been a com- 
prehensive assessment of teachers, 
parents and taxpayers at large. The 
survey that is now being proposed is 
biased in its language and limited in 
its scope. The survey is not struc- 
tured so that an objective analysis is 
assured. We are suggesting the ulti- 
mate survey—the ballot. 

\We have been hearing about the 
collaborative for months. It’s time to 
vote. The community is best served, 
we believe, if the School Committee 
starts the new school year with this 
issue settled; to either implement 
the proposal or dedicate 100 percent 
of its time to the pressing needs of 
our existing schools.

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Dissolving 


Town Meeting 
To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 


I am troubled by where we are un- 
der Article 84 because I am not clear 
that the Town Meeting knew all it 
should have known or had all ex- 
plained to it when it voted Article 84: 
“No annual or special Town Meeting 
shall be dissolved until all of the arti- 
cles contained in the warrant for 
such meeting shall have been acted 
upon thereat.” 

Mrs. Salazar’s presentation of the 
article was based upon a quotation 
she read from “Town Meetng 
Time—A Handbook of Parliamen- 
tary Law,’ Second Edition 1984. 
Mrs. Salaar read only part of the 
whole, that is, the portion of Section 
61 (page 126) of the handbook which 
reads: In Town Meetings a motion to 
dissolve the meeting (or “‘to adjourn 
without day,” which has the same 
effect) is not in order as long as any 
article in the warrant remains un- 
disposed of. A vote to dissolve is in- 
effective and any voters who choose 
to stay may keep the meeting going, 
If they lack a quorum they may do 
no business, but they may adjourn to 
a fixed time or recess. 

For some reason Mrs. Salazar did 
not read the very next paragraph 
which is much shorter than the one 
she did read. 

That very next paragraph puts a 
very different light on the propssi- 
tion that the Town Meeting may nev- 
er be dissolved when any warrant 
article is left not acted upon, which 
is what Mrs. Salazar read to the 
meeting. 

That simply is not true. The hand- 
book makes it clear there is an ex- 
ception and it sets out that exception 
which says: If there is no minority 
determined to keep things going, 
however, and no hope of ever attain- 
ing a quorum, the moderator might 
as well recognize the fact and accept 
a motion to be dissolved even jf 
some business remains to be done. 

Should the Board of Selectmen and 
the town give serious consideration 
to adding that exception to the new 
Article 84 Town Bylaw at the next 
Town Meeting? 

Someone can now argue that Town 
Meeting intentionally omitted that 
exception simply because they did 
not adopt what was obviously so clo- 
sely related to the proposal and was 
clearly part of the authority quoted. 

Also, without that clear exception, 
confusion is very likely to result 
when a quorum is questioned late in 
a meeting and town fathers and offi- 
cials may be thrown into an on-stage 
quandary of what to do to preserve 
the legality of action taken earlier in 
a meeting, most importantly, the 
town budget.

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Hitehcock Farms Plan Examined

The Planning Board held a public hear- 
ing for the proposed Hitchcock Farms de- 
velopment at its meeting last week. 

Hitchcock Farms would be a devel- 
opment of 22.8 acres of land off Haggets 
Pond Road. 10.35 acres of that property 
would be open space, the rest would be 
used for developing nine houses. The plan 
also calls for the construction of a new 
roadway coming in from Haggets Pond 
Road. 

Drainage and earth movement were key 
issues discussed. 

The drainage system, as designed in the 
plan, will handle the proposed sites under 
peak storms, said town planner Steve Coly- 


er. 

‘The town engineer has reviewed all run- 
off calculations and has determined that 
the proposed drainage system, when tied to 
the existing lines, work satisfactorily,”’ 
according to a press release. 

The release also states that the installa- 
tfon of the new street and drainage lines 
will diminish existing overland water flows 
in the area. 

Earth movement due to development 
was another area of concern. There will not 
be disturbances close to property lines, 
according to Paul Ferrante, engineer at 
Dana Perkins & Associates. 

Colyer said he was satisfied that the 
drainage would divert water flow away 
from areas that are getting it right now. 
But, he says he’s concerned that devel- 
opment might disturb abutting land. 

The Planning staff will consider estab- 
lishing boundaries away from the property 
lines to secure the safety of surrounding 
land. ‘There will be a change of runoff due 
to development, but the line will enable you 
to impede it,’’ Colyer said. 

Russ Moran, chairman of the Planning 
Board, noted that the developer had come 
a long way with the plan. He said the treat- 
ment of drainage and the overall design 
treats the site sensibly. 

Despite this encouragement, there was 
still some concern from residents who live 
near the proposed development. 

Ronald Farris of Haggets Pond Road ex- 
pressed concern that additional water 
drainage would result on Haggets Pond 
Road as a result of the development. 
“There is definitely a water sheet flow 
problem on the roadway,”’ he said. 

It creates a hazardous situation, said 
Farris, who noted that large puddles, ice 
and pot holes result from the problem. 

Water also accumulates on property. “If 
it rains for two hours, I have ducks fly in,” 
Farris said. 

Farris says he’s concerned that additio- 
nal building will compound the water and

road safety problems. 

Other residents echoed his concerns. 

Colyer said that development in this area 
always leads to discussion about the exist- 
ing road condition, not with the devel- 
opment itself. He says the problems with 
Haggets Pond Road are a town problem 
and must be dealt with in the master plan. 

The Planning Board will vote on this is- 
sue at the end of June.

Division 1 Coaches Poll, established a 
two-game lead in the Large School Division of the 
Merrimack Valley Conference, and came within one 
victory of clinching a tournament berth. 

The Golden Warriors had an opportunity to qualify 
for the tourney this past Monday, but a dramatic 
three-run homer in the bottom of the eighth inning by 
Chelmsford High senior shortstop Jim Moulton de- 
layed the celebration as the Lions pulled out a 4-3 
victory. 

The previous two games were impressive victories,

Those result left the Warriors at 11-3 overall, in- 
cluding 9-2 in the league, and through action this 
Monday AHS held a two-game MVC advantage over 
co-runnersup Lawrence and Billerica (both 7-4). 

The locals were scheduled to play Lawrence in 
their twice-postponed contest last Tuesday night, 
hosted Small School Division leader Tewksbury (12- 
4) yesterday, and will entertain Lowell (8-6) tomor- 
row afternoon at 3:30 o’clock. 

Andover continues to receive outstanding pitching 
from junior righthanders Steve Surette (5-1) and 
John Russell (3-2), but last week for the first time the 
bats were not as active. 

The Golden Warriors faced three top hurlers in 
lefty Shawn Phillips (Lawrence), righty John Buck- 
ley (Dracut) and righty Dave Bellemore (Chelms- 
ford). 

They managed just 17 hits and 10 runs in the three 
games, well below their season average in both de- 
partments.

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Andover ’n’ Athletes 
Grams Graduates With 
Impressive Record

It’s a feeling about Andover’s Mark 
Grams shared by many. 

A description that fits him perfectly. 

‘Pound for pound he’s the best college 
baseball player in New England.”’ 

The speaker was veteran University of 
Lowell coach Jim Stone, 
who has had the pleasure 

of watching the talented 

espa Chiefs’ second baseman 
= anchor his infield for the 
past four years.

published at 145. He may 
be a few ounces heavier. 

“One hundred forty five pounds soaking 
wet,’’ insisted Stone. ‘‘By collegiate stan- 
dards he isn’t big, but you know what 
they say about good things coming in 
small packages.”’ 

We'll get to the impressive statistics 
later, but for now all you need know is 
that the former Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference football, track and baseball All- 
Star at Andover High will graduate this 
year with ULowell career records for 
games played, at-bats, hits, runs scored 
and stolen bases. 

Numbers don’t begin to tell the story of 
his value, however. 

Nor do the figures fully explain why the 
Chiefs have won more than 100 games in 
his four-year tenure, and are opening 
play this afternoon in the Northeast Re- 
gional portion of the prestigious NCAA 
Division 2 Tournament at New Haven Col- 
lege. 

‘*We’re kind of married to Mark’s fami- 
ly,’’ explained coach Stone. “‘His two old- 
er brothers, Dan and Tim, both played for 
us. They’re three great kids, and a lot of 
credit for that goes to their mother (Rose- 
mary). 

‘‘When Mark came to us as a freshman 
I looked at him and thought he was small. 
Not too small — but small. That was be- 
fore I really knew him. 

“He didn’t crack the lineup right away, 
but it didn’t take long. We weren’t playing 
well the first three or four games that 
year (1985), so I moved our second base- 
man out and put Mark in,” recalled 
Stone. ‘“‘We’ve been winners ever since 
and he’s been a big part of that success. 

‘He’s like another coach on the field. 
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He’s had terrific training and knows the # 
game well. 

“Mark gives 100 per cent all the time. 
He’s a tremendous competitor and a 
great leader. He works just as hard de- 
fensively as he does at the plate, and 
that’s something many players don’t do. 

‘“‘He doesn’t like to lose, and wants his 
teammates to ‘empty their bucket’ be- — 
cause that’s the way he plays. I think he © 
just expects it of everyone. 

“Tt didn’t take long to realize Mark was 
going to be a good one,”’ continued Stone. 
“‘He can beat you so many ways. His abil- = 
ity with the bat surprised me, and he does 
a lot of different things to get on base. 

“He’s an excellent contact hitter, a 
good drag bunter, knows the strike zone, 
hits to all fields and loves the gaps (left- 
center and right-centerfield alleys). And 
once he’s aboard he can beat you with his 
speed. 

“Defensively Gramsie covers a lot of 
ground, has quick hands and turns the 
doubleplay as well as any second base- 
man in any division in New England.”’ 

Stone has coached a lot of good baseball 
teams and many fine individual players, 
having a number of kids drafted by the 
pros including one of the finest catchers 
in the major leagues today (Golden Glove 
winner and .300 hitter Mike LaValliere). 

He rates Grams alongside Bob Clancy, 
another former captain, as the best sec- 
ond basemen in the school’s history. He 
also ranks Grams with Clancy and cur- 
rent ULowell assistant coach Ken Con- 
nerty as the team’s greatest leaders. 

One of the more amazing things about 
Grams has been his durability. 

‘He definitely has become more 
rugged through the years,” said Stone. 
‘“‘He’s stronger and he’s tougher.”’ 

Proof of that came at mid-season in the 
opening game of a doubleheader at the 
University of New Hampshire. 

“The first pitch of the game hit Mark in 
the head and shattered his helmet,” re- 
lated Stone. ‘‘The trainer checked him out 
and he kept playing. In the bottom of the

«The Shawsheen River, the protection and enhancement of its 
shores, its accessibility for recreational users and its water qual- 
ity were subjects of discussion at an informal meeting on April 
95 in Andover Town Hall. Maria Van Dusen, coordinator for the 
Adopt-A-Stream program of the state Division of Fisheries, 
Wildlife and Environmental Law Enforcement, opened the dis- 
cussion by explaining that Adopt-A-Stream was intended to en- 
courage better use of rivers and streams for fishing, boating, 
wildlife habitat and for increased public enjoyment of their sce- 
nic qualities. She felt that the Shawsheen River was an excellent 
example of a stream that could benefit from this program and 
said that some funding is available for land acquisition and ease- 
ments along riverfronts. 

Susan Ziegler, staff planner for the Department of Environ- 
mental Management’s Bay Circuit program, explained that riv- 
&rways can be important connecting links from town to town in 
establishing a linear Bay Circuit greenway. There are currently 
no funds for land acquisition available under this program, al- 
though legislation to provide funding is pending, but staff time 
can be provided to help citizen initiatives get started. She point- 
ed out that a regional organization, such as a watershed associa- 
tion, would probably be considered a better approach than a 
solely local effort from which just one town might benefit. 

Participants in the ensuing discussion identified a number of 
problems and areas for improvement on the Shawsheen River in 
Andover. Chief among these was the riverfront as it flowed from 
Abbott Bridge (Horn Bridge) at Central Street through the cen- 
ter of Andover and the Shawsheen area. Improvements to this 
section have been a recommendation for many years in And- 
over’s open space plan where it has been pointed out that land- 
seaping, screening, river-oriented businesses in appropriately 
zoned locations and increased public access could turn a neglect- 
ed resource into a major town asset. 

The decline in water quality and volume of the river above the 

‘ Ballardvale dam was identified as a major problem. This is also 
the situation at the Stevens Street dam where an inadequate 
«portage poses special problems for canoeists. Regular cleanup of 
the river, including areas of excessive siltation, was identified as 
an important need. 

It was agreed that to attack such complicated problems wide- 
spread participation and a high degree of interest from local 
businesses and citizenry is needed, It was also recognized that it 
was important to try to work with upstrream communities since 
what happened to the river upstream could greatly affect the 
water quality downstream. An effort to form a Shawsheen River 
watershed association with representatives from each of the sev- 
en communities in the watershed will be made. An initial meet- 
ing will probably be held in May, Anyone who would like to

It was further agreed that a meeting for businessmen whose 
businesses are located on or near the river will be arranged to 
investigate the possibilities for business participation in a river 
improvement effort. There will be a speaker with expertise in 
local efforts to improve streams.

INCREASE IN 2-INCOME BUYERS 


An increasing number of 
first-time home buyers 
have a two-wage earner 
family. A most recent 
survey found that 75% of 
repeat home buyers were 
two-income families, up 
from 50% four years ago.

posed condominiums, declined to 
comment on the straw vote. Kelsch 
said he preferred to wait for an offi- 
cial decision before talking about the 
ZBA action. 

If the ZBA decision is confirmed, 
“T would be very disappointed. I’m 
very adamant in that the best use for 
that land is condominium devel- 
opment,’”’ said Axelrod attorney, 
Richard Asoian. 

Neighbors of the project have tak- 
en the attitude of ‘if we beat this, it’s 
all over,’ said Asoian, “but some- 
thing is going to go on that land.” 

Asoian would not comment on Ax- 
elrod’s future plans, saying he 
needed to wait until the ZBA written 
decision was issued. 

However, he did hint that the golf 
course would be affected by possible 
changes in the project. 

It would be a shame, ‘“‘for the town 
to lose a limited number of well-built 
condominiums and retention of the 
golf course,” said Asoian. 

Frank Firicano of 12 Greenwood 
Drive, whose property abuts the pro-

ject site, said he was ‘‘obviously, 
pleased at the decision, I’m partic- 
ularly happy that the neighborhood 
took the announcement of the pro- 
ject seriously and showed resis- 
tance.”’ 

Firicano added that he isn’t nec- 
esarily opposed to development in 
the area, but, “‘my feeling is that 
condominiums are not in the best in- 
terest of the town.” 


The Axelrod proposal, which in- 
cluded 10 variances and two special 
permit requests ‘‘was outrageous to 
begin with. The developer would 
probably have settled for half (of the 
requested variances). I think the 
town planners sent a signal to them 
saying that they better come in with 
a more reasonable proposal,”’ said 
Firicano.
